An Execution at Athens.— The Tncstc 
Gazelle has the following froin.Atheus, dated 
the27th ult,:—“The murderer ot the minis¬ 
ter Korfiolukia has been executed. He bad 
written a letter to the widow 01 his victim, to 
entreat her to implore the clemency of the 
Queen, as the real authors ot the murder 
were at liberty. The Queen refused, and the 
execution was fixed for Sunday last. An¬ 
other murderer was executed before him, he 
advanced boldly towards the scaffold, and 
attempted to read to the crowd, but was pre¬ 
vented. He then drew forth a long knitc, 
and was about to stab the executioner, when 
the latter struck him a blow on the head, 
He then raised his knife again, hut the ex., 
eutioner with his knife stabbed him and he 
fell to the ground. An assistant executioner 
then stabbed him in the back, and tlie execu¬ 
tioner repeated his blow, inflicting seventeen 
wounds in the whole.

We be¬ 
lieve the Democrats concede the House to 
the Whigs by a small majority. The vacan¬ 
cies in the Senate will, of course, be filled 
with Whigs, which will give that party a 
majority of 20 in the Legislature. This 
puts an end to Coalition this year. Clifford 
will be our next Governor, and a Whig U. 
S. Senator will undoubtedly be elected.

Railroads iu the United States. 

The whole number of miles of Railroad 
completed in tho United States, on the 1st of | 
January, 1852, was 10,814 ; nnd at thc same 
time about the same number of miles of < 
road were in progress of construction. 
Twelve hundred miles of the latter is assum¬ 
ed to have been completed the past year, so 
that now we have 12,014 miles of working 
road. There are also under way nearly 13,- 
000 additional miles of road. 

The average cost of tho ronds in New 
England is about $40,000 per mile; those of 
the Middle States about $40,000, while those 
in thc valley of the Mississippi will not exceed 
$20,000 a mile. Thc whole amount of cap¬ 
ital invested in these railroads, including 
those in progress of construction, on the 
first of January, 1852, was $592,770,000. 
The first mile of Railroad built in this coun¬ 
try wns iu 1820, and was constructed for 
freighting stone from the Quincy quarries in 
this State. Now the entire length of Rail¬ 
roads iu the United States nearly equals 
that ofnll the rest iu the world. These roads 
form an iron net-work over near ly all thc 
old States and some of the new ; they run 
east, west, north and south, bringing remote 
places into intimate connection and binding 
the whole country together with links of iron. 

Landtag of tlic Pilgrim.. 

Last Wednesday, Dec. 22, wns the anni¬ 
versary of the landing of the Pilgrim Fa¬ 
thers. Two hundred and thirty-two ycarB 
ago tho exiled band landed on the coast of 
Plymouth. The* changes that have been 
wrought in this country since that time have 
never been equaled in any other country on 
the globe. That a thrifty population aud hun¬ 
dreds of splendid cities should rise up and 
take the place of the mighty forest, in so 
short a time, is truly wonderful. But the 
deccudants of those honest pioucers are still 
carrying out the great enterprises commenced 
by their forefathers—extending the area of 
freedom and religion and making the wilder¬ 
ness of the western world to blossom like the 
rose, ft 

Mexican Affairs. —Further advices from 
the City of Mexico state that the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs has issued a circular forbid¬ 
ding the landing of strangers, and states 
that the leader of tho revolutionists in Micli- 
oacon is the same person who made the well 
known proposal to Gen. Scott. Mr. Stevens 
has withdrawn his Tehuantepec proposals. 
The insurgent forces iu Guadalajara are in¬ 
creasing, and 4,000 men.with 22 pieces of 
artillery have moved against them. Private 
letters state, that Caruvnjal has crossed the 
Rio Grand with 400 Texan Rangers, and is 
marching on Monterey. 

Singular Affair. —A demand wns made 
in New York, a day or two since, by the 
British Consul, for the renditiou of Agustus 

of killing a fellow passenger named Dress- 
ncr, while at sea on board the British ship 
St. James. It is now said that Drcssner is 
not dead; that lie was stabbed by Barr, hut 
on arriving at quarantine, he wns taken to 
the marine hospital, whence he escaped, and 
caunot now he found. 

A hill has passed the lower House oi 
the Ohio Legislature, iu committee of the 
whole, to protect the rights of persons claim¬ 
ed as fugitive slaves. Its provisions arc 
somewhat similar to the famous Vermont 
law. Prosecuting attorneys are to apply for 
writs of habeas corpus where persons arc 
arrested, nnd if either party ask, a jury trial | 
shall he allowed, &c. 

Eclipses for 1853.—There will he two 
eclqtses of the sun and one of the moon dur¬ 
ing the year 1853. Tho first eclipse of the 
sun will tnke place on the Gtli of June, und 
will be visible in California, the southern 
. portion of the United States, and iu nearly 
the whole of South America. The second 
will he total, aud will take place on the 30th 
of November. It will be visible in Califor¬ 
nia, Mexico, Central America, and nearly 
, the whole of-South America. Both of these 
eclipses will he invisible here. A partial 
eclipse of the moon will take place on the 
21st of June, beginning at 0 h. 20 in. A. M., 
and ending at 2 h. 5 m. Digits eclipsed 2 
1-2 on the northern limb. 

, The New York Art Union Sale.— The 
i sale of the paintings and other works of art 
belonging to the New York Art Union, was 
■ brought to a close on Friday. The gross 
amount produced by the three days’ sale was 
t $39,423, of which $3,443 were paid for en¬ 
graved plates, blocks, &c., leaving $35,980 
as the amount produced by paintings. Thc 
umount paid for these paintings was $39,423 
50, which shows a loss on three hundred 
i and ninety-five pictures of $3,433 50, a little 
, more than ten per ceut on the price paid to 
tho artists. Other property yet remains to 
be sold.
